After War 
in Vietnam

WASHINGTON (AP) - What 


after Vietnam? 


The United States suffered an- 


guish over the Korean war, with 
its cost in lives, money and even 
prestige badly dappled after the 
Chinese victory at the Yalu Riv- 
er. 


After that it seemed unthink- 


able this country would get In- 
volved in another Asian war any 
time soon. But within less than 
10 years it was starting down 
the same road in Vietnam. 


Now there is so much an- 


guish, handwringing and argu- 
ment over this war that almost 
no public figure is talking about 
the part of the United States 
will play, if any, when this con- 
flict is over and new Vietnams 
occur. 


There is one reasonable expla- 


nation for that. The men in- 
volved in the intense dispute 
over the Tightness and wrong- 
ness of this war have little time 
for thinking about the next one. 


But, since the future is com- 


ing and the Vietnamese war will 
be over some day, there will in- 
evitably be a whole new argu- 
ment, no doubt intense, about 
whether 
this country should 


ever get similarly embroiled. 


And out of the distaste for for* 


eign entanglements will surely 
come a new yearning for a re- 
turn to American isolationism, 


The Communist world, even 


though split, would take such 
action as an invitation to adven- 
ture if it believes the United 
States will not aid a nation, par* 
ticularly a backward one, which 
Is imperiled by Red aggression 
or subversion. 


And that would mean all the 


effort which went into Vietnam 
to stop the spread of Commu- 
nism will have been wasted. 
Yet, the United States can't af< 
ford to be at war, big or little, 
endlessly. 


Therefore, new plans and new 


policies about the American role 
in the world will have to emerge 
when the Vietnamese war is 
over to avoid American Involve- 
ment in new wars and yet die- 
courage and prevent new Red 
aggressions.

Episcopal leader's appeal that 
all faiths divert money to Ne- 
gro-led groups working to im- 
prove the lot of their race. 


Messages of support poured in 


from various Protestant, 
Ro- 


man Catholic and Jewish offi- 
cials. 


Hailing the plan, Dr. Arthur 


S. Flemming, president of the 
National Council of Churches, 
said the interdenominational or- 
ganization favored reallocation 
of Church funds to help "vic- 
tims of discrimination" win jus- 
tice. 


The president of the American 


Jewish Committee, Morris B. 
Abrams of New York, said it 
also stood behind the call for "a 
major cooperative undertaking" 
to aid the poorin their struggle 
for "basic human rights." 


Catholic Bishop James 
P. 


Shannon of St. Paul-Minneaplls 
sent his 
endorsement of the 


plan "for broader ecumenical 
response" to the crisis in slums 
of American cities. 


The reaction 
came in re- 


sponse to a plea by Episcopal 
Presiding Bishop John E. Hines 
for a "full-scale mobilization" 
of religious resources to under- 
write efforts of Negro communi- 
ty-action groups. 


To start the process, his own 


Church's governing convention 
here is considering a proposal 
for shifting $3 million annually 
from usual church programs to 
back 
urban projects for Ne- 


groes. 


Meanwhile, bishops Monday 


swept aside objections to the 
seating of a nonconformist col- 
league, the Rt.

Refugees 
Big Problem

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - A 


problem of humanity that has 
gone on nearly 20 years—what 
to do about the Palestine refu- 
gees—is growing in the wake of 
the Middle East war. 


It started when the old Brit- 


ish-mandated territory of Pales- 
tine was nartitioned to form a 
Jewish homeland, now Israel. It 
reached a climax in the Arab- 
Israeli war of 1948, when many 
Arabs were uprooted from their 
homes. 


There were slightly 
fewer 


than a million refugees then. 
Some have found a life of their 
own, but o t h e r s have mul- 
tiplied—there are grandchildren 
of the original refugees who are 
refugees now. And their number 
grow in the war last June, so 
that today 1,317,000 are re- 
gistered with the United Nations 
Relief and Works Agency, 
or 


UNRWA. 


In June more than 100,000 Ar» 


abs crossed the Jordan River 
into the Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan. 
They were joined by 


perhaps 100,000 more unregis- 
tered 
refugees, 
Palestinians 


with settled homes and jobs on 
the west bank of the Jordan, 
now occupied by Israel. Some 
fled to the Gaza Strip, others to 
Syria. 


They drifted into the desert, 


moved into towns and villages. 
They doubled up with relatives 


and imposed on friends to find 
sleeping room. For weeks and 
months, the trek continued and 
it is still going on.

Out Any Early 
Campaigning 


SACRAMENTO. 
Calif. (AP) 


— 
Gov. Ronald Reagan ruled 


out today the creation of a Rea- 
gan-For-President campaign or- 
ganization before the 1968 Re- 
publican National Convention, 


Reagan said he is not a candi- 


date for the nation's highest of- 
fice. But, for the first time, he 
said, "I'm aware of the talk 
that's been going on" about the 
possibility of him becoming a 
candidate. 


But he disclosed he will set up 


machinery in California to han- 
dle the June presidential pri- 
mary campaign for the favor- 
ite-son delegation he intends to 
lead to the convention. 


Reagan said he will have an 


organization in California next 
year to assure a good showing 
for his delegation. He said he 
decided to lead the state Repub- 
lican delegation to prevent other 
candidates from 
coming into 


California and engaging in a re- 
peat of the bitter Nelson A. 
Rockefeller-Barry 
Goldwator 


California fight of 1964. 


Reagan was 
interviewed in 


his Capitol office less than two 
weeks before he leaves on a 
speaking tour to Illinois, South 
Carolina and Wisconsin in which 
he plans to discuss Vietnam and 
domestic issues. 


Asked if he could see any cir- 


cumstance that would force the 
convention to turn to him, Rea- 
gan said, "There is no way I 
can answer that question." 


He said that any answer short 


of a flat "no" would be taken as 
a declaration of candidacy. He 
reiterated, however, he is not a 
candidate for president. 


Reagan said he definitely will 


not take part in preconvention 
campaigning in primaries or 
rounding up delegates at state 
conventions. 


He also said he didn't believe 


he would be drafted as a presi- 
dential choice. 


Reagan reiterated he will not 


campaign in Oregon, Nebraska 
and Wisconsin, states where he 
name is expected to be on the 
open primary ballot.

Hampshire's secretary of state 
soon will receive a letter from 
him refusing permission for his 
name to be on that state's pri- 
mary ballot. 


But the governor's upcoming 


speaking tour includes a speech 
in Milwaukee, Wis,, and in Nov- 
ember he will speak in Oregon.

He is typical of a great 
many players in this respect 
but this hog at least justifies 
his hand hogging by playing 


Today's hand 
finds him 


playing with the Rabbit. The 
Hog has broken the Rabbit of 
the habit of bidding no-trump 
and feels safe in opening with 
one club. The Rabbit's two 
spade response produces a 
two no-trump rebid fron\ the 
Hog. 
He plans to raise to 


four spades if the Rabbit re- 
bids his spade suit but when 
the 
Rabbit 
goes to three 


hearts the Hog barges right 
into six no-trump. 


We don't quite understand 


the Rabbit's three heart bid 
but as Victor explains, no one 
understands the Rabbit's bid 
or plays. 


The Hog is delighted with 


the dummy and sees that his 
six no-trump will make if he 
can collect three spade tricks. 
He wins the heart lead and 
cashes d u m m y ' s ace of 
spades, just in case there is 
a singleton king somewhere. 
East shows out and the Hog 
appears to be down one but 
at least he has avoided the 
spade trap. 
No amount of 


genius could bring home a 
spade slam. 


Actually the Hog is not too 


worried about his contract. He 
runs off four clubs and is 
pleased to see a diamond and 
a spade discard from West. 
Three diamonds come next 
and on the third diamond West 
has to discard again. Another 
spade discard will be fatal so 
West lets a heart go. The 
Hog knows now that West has 
one heart and three spades. 
He proceeds to cash dummy's 
remaining top heart and leads 
a spade to his queen. 


West can't afford to duck, 


nor can he afford to take his 
king. The Hog shows his hand 
and chalks up another slam.

lion hospital aid program in- 
cluded by Democrats in the bill. 


Overwhelming passage of the 


House measure was expected 
today after action on the two 
controversial portions. 


While funds in the bill are giv- 


en for the states to use accord- 
ing to their needs, backers of 
the additional $40 million indi- 
cated they hope it would go 
largely for rat control. Twelve 
states have included rat control 
in programs developed under 
the health act passed initially 
last year. 


The amendment was spon- 


sored by Reps. Henry S. Reuss,

In submitting his budget to

assembly by the emergency ses- 
sion that met after the six-day 
June war between Israel and 
the Arabs but could agree on do 
solutions.
